A Encouragement of Merchants. and other 
conſiderable Traders, was firſt erected by the Sta 
tute of the 43 Eliz. cap. 12. and upon ſome Hin. 
derance and Delay, by reaſon of the many Per. 
ſons that were conſtituted ro make up a Court, 
it was taken into further Conſideration, and a 
Statute made 12 Car. 2. cap. 23. Three Commil. 
ſioners were empowered to make up this Court, 
viz, a Doctor of the Civil Law, a Barriſter of 
the Standing of 5 Years, and a Merchant, or who 
after being ſworn before the Lord Mayer of Lon 
an, have Power to act in all Caſes, as to hear, 
examine, order, or decree, ſuch Cauſes in a ſum- 
mary Manner as ſhall come before them, without 
Delay of tedious Pleadings, or chargeable Arten- 
dance; with a Power to ſummon Perſons, exa- 
mine upon Oath, and for Contempt, or where 
they ſee juſt Cauſe, they may commit the Offen- 
der to Priſon. If any Witneſs refuſes ro come 
upon the firſt Summons, and a Tender of res- 
ſonable Charges, upon the ſecond Summons he 
= be impriſoned by this Court, or pay Coſt, 
and uſually Cauſes come in 14 Days to an Iſſue, 
their Proceedings being as well out of Term as in 
Term ; and if the Sentence given in this Court 


be ſuppoſed to be unreaſonable, then the Party

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aggrieved may appeal to the Loyd Chancelbr in the 
High Court of Chancery, who has Power to deter- 
mine the ſame; bur before any Appeal can lie, 
the whole Sum in Diſpute muſt be paid, with 
full Coſts, to the Appealed. | 

This Court may decree againſt many Inſurers 
at once, which at Common Law muſt be ſued 
diſtin&ly, tho' the Execution cannot lie againſt 
Body and Goods; but at common Law it may 
lie againſt either. 

If a private Policy of Inſurance happens to be 
Joſt or deſtroyed, it is of no avail if there be no 
Entcy, except there be ſufficient Evidence that 
there was ſuch a Writing or Contract, as alſo a 
Copy of it; but if it be a publick Policy, then is 
the Entry ſufficient as an Evidence or Teſtimony 
for this Court to take Notice of, and proceed up- 
on; and ſo determine the Matter as they ſhall 
ſce Cauſe. 

The Manner of Inſurance is of great Antiqui- 
ty, being projected and begun for the Increaſe 
of Navigation, by Claudius Ceſar Emperor of 
Rome, and has ever ſince had wonderful Succeſs 
in promoting Trade, eſpecially by Way of Mer. 
chandize, and cauſing Adventurers to diſcover, 
ſtrange Countries, and are either publick or pri- 
vate. 

A publick Aſſurance muſt be entered in the 
Office of this Court, kept upon the Royal. Ex- 
change in London for the better Conveniency of 
Merchants, to which they or others may reſort, - 
and ſo upon Search be ſatisfied what Cargo or 
Ships are inſured, and at what Premio or Rate. 

As for private Aſſurances, that is commonly be« 
tween Merchants and others, being as the former 
entered in the Office, and ſtands of equal Force at 
Common Law, by the Stat, of 43 Eliz. but if not

The Church-wardens, as IL hinted, being in the 
Nature of a Corporation, have Power to take 
Gifts for the purchaſing Furniture to the Church, 
or for other Advantages to the Behoof of the 
Pariſh; but they may not take an Eſtate of Land 
by the Name of Church-wardens only ; for if 
there be a Feoffment made to the Church- warden 
of the Pariſh, the Uſe is void in it ſelf ; for they 
are not in a Capacity to take ſuch a Purchaſe, 
nor may they ſubſcribe to have Lands to them- 
ſelves of their Succeſſors; for as to Lands they 
are no Corporation, but to Goods only. 

Tf a Bell be broke or any Ways ſpoiled, ſe

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Any Perſon who ſhall by Fraud, ©. in play.

forfeit five Times the Value of the Sum, of 
other Thing ſo won, and ſuffer ſuch corpon 
Puniſhment as in Caſes of wilful Perjury.

lenge to fight, any other Perſon, on Account of 
Money won by Gaming, c. being convicted 
thereof, he ſhall forfeit all his Goods, and ſuffer
